than in any previous year, and this is 
the twelfth annual tour that has been 
made. 

Weather conditions probably have 
had something to do with the growing 
interest in tree-planting that is thus in- 
dicated. The wind storms of the past 
spring and early summer have surely 
blown away any doubts that shelter 
belts are needed around western farms, 
and that it is good business to plant 
these where nature has failed to pro- 
vide them. Farmers who have had to 
re-seed their land, and others who have 
only a patch crop as the result of soil- 
drifting, can hardly be indifferent to so 
cheap and attractive a barrier against 
similar damage in future as can be pro- 
vided by a windbreak of growing trees. 

Apparently there is a connection be- 
tween the clearing away of thé brush 
and forest which originally clothed the 
northern farming belt in the west and 
the increasing damage done to erops by 
wind. During the present season con- 
siderable injury has thus been done by 
soil-drifting in sections of this district 
where little or none was ever done by 
that agency before. And the concen- 
sus of opinion is that central Alberta is 
becoming windier as settlement extends 
and the great forest barrier is thinned 
out. 

Tree planting has in the past been 
a subject in which the people of this 
part of Alberta took little interest, 
save where they wished to improve the 
surroundings of buildings or to provide 
shelter for stock. This vear has intro- 
duced them to the question of shelter 
belts in relation to grain crops; under 
conditions very likely to impress the 
moral that protection is cheaper than 
the lack of it. With prices at their 
present levels there cannot be much 
profit from a. field of grain that has 
been sown twice, nor from a field from 
which half the seed has been blown out 
of the ground.
